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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claim 1 is too broad and does not clearly define 
over the prior art to Yapel et al (US 6117237). Applicants have failed to further structually limit the thernnal control channel in relation to 
the inlet side nozzle lip, the outlet side nozzle lip, and the liquid [coating] medium flowing therebetween. Presently, the [coating] liquid 
medium does not have to flow through the thermal channel because Applicants recite that "a fluid" flows through the thermal channel. 
The" fluid" does not equate to "the liquid medium or viscous medium" as recited. In the preamble. For such reasons, claims 1. 3, and 10- 
12 remain rejected under 35 (JSC 102(e). 
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
